Pennsylvania  Agriculture 

AGRICULTURE  ranks  as  one  of  the  great  industries  of  Pennsylvania. 
In  spite  of  surprising  reductions  in  the  number  of  farms  and  acres 
under  cultivation  during  the  past  fifty  years,  production  of  crops, 
livestock,  poultry,  eggs  and  dairy  products  is  at  the  highest  level  ever  known. 

According  to  the  1950  Census  of  Agriculture,  Pennsylvania  had  146,887 
farms,  averaging  96.1  acres  in  size.  Total  cropland  was  slightly  less  than 
8,000,000  acres.  In  comparison  with  1900,  there  were  nearly  225,000  farms 
and  slightly  over  13,000,000  acres  of  cropland. 

Capital  invested  in  Pennsylvania  farms  is  estimated  at  $2,600,000,000. 
In  1953  the  total  farm  cash  income  was  nearly  $816,000,000,  placing  the 
State's  Agriculture  14th  in  the  nation. 

Nearly  one -third  of  Pennsylvania  farm  income  is  from  dairy  products 
while  more  than  one-fourth  comes  from  poultry  and  eggs.  All  livestock 
and  poultry  combined  bring  in  more  than  75  percent  of  the  total  farm 
income,  a  fact  which  stresses  the  importance  of  these  industries  within  the 
State.  Poultry  numbers  are  the  greatest  ever  known  and  cattle  and  calves 
on  farms  January  1,  1954  were  at  the  highest  peak  in  59  years,  totaling 
1,954,000  head  with  a  farm  value  of  $265,744,000.  The  State's  great  dairy 
industry,  backed  by  930,000  milk  cows,  produces  nearly  six  billion  pounds 
of  milk  per  year  on  40,000  dairy  farms.  Farm  income  from  dairy  products 
in  1953  totaled  $272,000,000  fourth  highest  among  all  the  States.  Pennsyl- 
vania leads  all  other  states  in  the  production  of  ice-cream,  nearly  75,000,000 
gallons  in  1953. 

Farmers  of  the  Keystone  State  ranked  second  in  1953  in  total  income 
from  poultry.  Pennsylvania  was  first  in  cash  income  from  eggs;  first  in 
cash  income  from  all  chickens  except  broilers;  first  in  value  of  chickens 
on  farms  Jan.  1,  1954;  first  in  the  volume  of  quality  eggs  State-graded  for 
market.  Pennsylvania  in  1953  was  second  only  to  California  in  total  cash 
income  from  all  poultry  and  eggs;  second  among  all  states  in  number  of 
chickens  raised  in  19d3;  second  in  number  of  chickens  on  farms  Jan.  1,  1954, 
second  in  number  of  chick  hatcheries,  second  in  number  of  eggs  produced;* 
sixth  in  number  and  fifth  in  value  of  turkeys,  Jan.  1,  1954. 

In  1953  Pennsylvania  ranked  first  among  all  States  in  the  production 
of  mushrooms,  cigar  leaf  tobacco,  spring  and  fall  spinach,  crops  grown 
under  glass,  and  nursery-grown  Christmas  trees;  Keystone  State  farms  in 
1953  raised  39,000,000  chickens,  produced  over  3.9  billion  eggs,  more  than 
1,700,000  turkeys  and  6  billion  pounds  of  milk.  Farmers  fed  more  than 
100,000  head  of  beef  cattle;  raised  959,000  hogs,  and  158,000  lambs. 

Citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  may  well  look  with  pride  upon  the  ac- 
complishments of  Keystone  State  farmers,  the  productiveness  and  attractive- 
ness of  their  many  farms  and  orchards,  and  their  contribution  to  the  well- 
being  of  each  and  every  resident. 

PENNSYLVANIA    CROP    SUMMARY — 1953 

THE  1953  season  was  similar  in  many  respects  to  that  of  1952  which  was 
generally  an  unfavorable  crop  year.  The  mild  winter  of  1952-53  with 
limited  periods  of  freezing  temperatures  kept  the  ground  unfrozen  most 
of  the  time.  Despite  lack  of  snow  cover  winter  wheat,  rye,  and  barley 
came  through  the  winter  months  with  less  "Winter-Kill"  than  usual. 
Frequent  rains,  limited  sunshine  and  wet  grounds  during  March,  April  and 
May  delayed  planting  of  early  spring  crops.  A  complete  reversal  of  weather 
conditions  starting  in  early  July  and  reaching  drought  proportion  in  all 
sections  of  the  State  throughout  the  summer  and  early  fall  reduced  yields 
of  late  maturing  crops,  while  pastures  and  late  hay  crops  failed  completely. 

Production  of  corn,  the  major  feed  crop  at  56,574,000  bushels  was  14  per- 
cent less  than  in  1952,  and  the  lowest  since  1947.  The  small  grain  crops 
(Wheat,  oats,  barley,  and  rye)  production  totaled  54,329,000  bushels  as  com- 
pared with  46,587,000  bushels  in  1952,  or  17  percent  more.  All  the  small 
grain  crops  were  harvested  prior  to  the  drought  conditions. 

Pennsylvania  farmers  in  1953  produced  34,000,000  pounds  of  tobacco- 
4,100,000  bushels  of  apples;  2.080,000  bushels  of  peaches;  151.000  bushels  of 
pears;  17,000  tons  of  grapes;  7,400  tons  of  cherries;  169,000  tons  of  vegetables 


for  fresh  market,  and  269,800  tons  of  vegetables  for  processing.  Although 
production  of  hay  was  limited  almost  entirely  to  the  first  cutting  total  pro- 
duction amounted  to  3,508,000  tons.  The  1953  potato  crop  harvested  from 
62  000  acres-  the  smallest  in  88  years  of  history,  produced  13,020,000  bushels, 
the  smallest  since  1889.  1953  maple  production  totaled  84,000  gallons  of  sirup 
and  14,000  pounds  of  sugar. 

PENNSYLVANIA   FARM   LIVESTOCK   INVENTORY,  JANUARY    1,  1954 

JANUARY  1  1954  inventory  numbers  of  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  horses  and 
mules  on  Pennsylvania  farms  totaled  2,844,000  head,  about  21/2  percent 
less  than  a  year  earlier,  and  the  10  year  average.  The  value  of  these  hold- 
ings on  January  1  was  placed  at  $292,458,000  compared  with  $397,703,000  for 
January  1,  1953,  and  $288,384,000  for  the  1943-52  average. 

All  cattle  and  calves  on  Pennsylvania  farms  January  1,  1954  esti- 
CATTLE:  j^^^^g^  1,954,000  head  established  a  record  over  the  past  74  years, 
the  second  highest  of  record  being  exceeded  only  by  1,975,000  in  1880.  The 
number  of  milk  cows  2  years  old  and  over  at  1,029,000  head  was  a  record 
high  for  the  period  dating  back  to  1867.  Values  of  cattle  on  farms  durmg 
the  year  dropped  28  percent.  Milk  production  during  the  year  amounted  to 
5,971,000  pounds,  the  highest  of  record,  and  was  valued  at  $298,550,000. 

The  number  of  hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  January  1  was  estimated 
at  554,000  head,  a  decline  of  18  percent  from  a  year  earlier,  and 
28  percent  below  the  10  year  average.  This  number  equalled  the  record 
low  of  January  1  1935.  The  inventory  value  of  this  number  totaled  $17,119,- 
000  The  1953  pig  crop  both  spring  and  fall  totaled  959,000  head,  14  percent 
less  than  in  1952,  and  12  percent  below  the  10  year  average.  For  1954, 
farmers  expressed  intentions  to  reduce  spring  farrowings  by  10  percent 
from  the  spring  of  1953. 

Stock  sheep  numbers  on  Pennsylvania  farms  January  1,  1954  totaled 
257,000  head,  the  highest  since  January  1,  1946,  1  percent  larger  than 
the  preceding  year  but  3  percent  below  the  10  year  average.  Ewes  one  year 
old  and  over  at  166,000  head  were  about  one  percent  above  the  same  date 
in  1953.  A  sharp  drop  in  the  value  per  head  during  the  year  resulted  in  a 
17  percent  decline  in  total  value.  The  1953  lamb  crop  was  estimated  at  158,- 
000  head. 

».,^Du-c^x«r^.^  Continuing  the  trend  of  decreasing  work  stock  numbers,  horses 
WORKSTOCK:^^  farms  January  1,  1954  were  estimated  at  72,000  head,  or  5  per- 
cent less  than  a  year  earlier.  Mule  numbers  totaled  7,000  head,  a  22  percent 
decline. 

Chickens  on  Pennsylvania  farms  January  1,  1954.  excluding  com- 
CHICKENS:  ^^^.^^^^  broilers,  were  at  an  all  time  high  of  28,312,000,  5  percent 
more  than  a  year  earlier  and  15  percent  above  the  10-year  average  for  Janu- 
ary 1.  Egg  production  during  1953  was  also  at  record  high  with  3,920,000,000 
valued  at  almost  $180,000,000.  Farm  chickens  raised  during  year  amounted 
to  38,694,000  valued  at  over  $40,000,000.  Commercial  broilers  produced  dur- 
ing 1953  totaled  20,740,000  the  highest  of  record  and  double  the  1949  produc- 
tion. The  value  was  placed  at  $18,318,000.  Turkeys  raised  totaled  1,744,000 
valued  at  $10,631,000. 


This  issue  of  the  Pennsylvania  Annual  Crop  and  Livestock  Report  for 
1953  continues  the  series  of  annual  publications  which  contain  pertinent 
data  by  counties  and  for  the  State.  Included  for  selected  important  com- 
modities are  data  designed  to  show  areas  of  production,  quantities  produced, 
value  of  production,  prices  and  other  related  subject  matter.  The  prepara- 
tion of  the  county  data  and  the  publication  of  this  bulletin  has  been  made 
possible  by  funds  provided  by  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.
